On even the accounting of that 325,000, already reported by the GAO as not accounted 
for, Ills evasion is quoted, the word, "assessment” being verbosity: " "MacGregor predicted 
the GAG's current investigation would confirm the 'assessment of facts X have given here 
today' I.e„, that ail this international transferring of money was for the sole purpose 
of Barker's turning it over to the "campaign treasury"* If the GAO. has to mnka an 
"assessment" to begin with, can there be proper records?
